By this they mean that they 

are not covering all the amounts drawn off by 

the capitalist class before corporations begin to 

reckon profits“ on their stock—as we have 
shown in Labor and Coal. 

Capitalists include as costs two kinds of items: 
first, the costs as wages, electric current 
purchased from a utility company, and materials 
and supplies other than the items charged 
against the miners; second, rents, royalties, 
taxes, interest, and reserves for depreciation and 
depletion. They are not selling their coal for 
less than the total of the wages, materials and 
electricity. _ >is ete
